Canal fears as boat licence 


fee goes up for second year 


THE COST of boat licences will rise for the 
second consecutive year, sparking fears for the 
future of the region’s canals. 

British Waterways will increase the price of 
licences by 6.4 per cent from April next year. The 
board approved a rise of two per cent above the 
consumer price index for the next three years in 
November last year. 

But canal society bosses across the Black 
Country claim it will discourage people from 
using the region’s canals and rivers. 

That could then have a knock-on effect on 
related industries, including canalside pubs and 
boat hiring businesses. 


Staffordshire and Worcestershire Canal 
Society boss Christopher Dyche said the latest 
increase would add almost £50 to the average 
licence fee of £832 for a 60ft boat. 

The 68-year old, from Stourbridge, added: 
“Boating is becoming an extremely expensive 
hobby and the latest increase has come at a time 
when everything else is going up. 

“The cost of fuel has obviously increased and 
there are mooring fees to find. 

“The feedback we are getting is that the cost 
is getting too much.” 

“We need boat traffic to sustain canals and the 
flora and fauna within them.” 


VILLAGERS GET 
SAY ON PLANS 


H UNDREDS of residents turned out to have a say over 
controversial plans to build more than 200 homes, 
commercial units and office space on land in Hagley. 
The development has sparked fears that it will overstretch village 
services like schools as well as concerns that roads could not cope with 
extra traffic. 

The site is part of the 350-acre estate owned by Lord Cobham who wants to 
sell off the land to help safeguard the future of the historic Hagley Hall. 

The land is bordered by the A456 Kidderminster Road and the A491 Stourbridge Road 
in Hagley and under the plans would be transformed by developers Cala Homes into up 
to 230 new homes. Other plans for the site include commercial and office space which 
could create up to 50 new jobs as well as a new medical centre. 

The development would be accessed off the Kidder¬ 
minster Road, Stourbridge Road and Park Road round¬ 
about which would be installed with new lights. 

Hagley Parish Council chairman Steve Colella was 
among those who went along to a public exhibition at 
Hagley Community Centre on Saturday. 

He said: “I am not surprised at the turnout, we have 
been having regular contact with residents from 
Hagley and Clent.” 

Mr Colella said people were concerned that the 
schools would not be able to take more pupils and about 
the capacity of the roads. 

Resident Bob Glaze, of Newfield Road, who attended 
the public exhibition, claimed the plans were “ridicu¬ 
lous and unworkable”. 

“It is just unbelievable that anyone could think of 
putting a large development like that in that particular 
place,” he added. 

MONITORED 

Hagley resident Steve Collins took his 18-month-old 
son Alex while he viewed the proposals. He said: “There 
is no mention here about schools. My second concern is 
the road congestion.” 

CALA Homes regional development director 
Jonathan Thompson said traffic had been monitored to 
identify where improvements to junctions would be 
needed. He said the firm was discussing options to cope 
with any increase in schoolchildren with the council. 

“Affordable housing will make up 40 per cent of the 
new homes and will allow young local people, who 
would otherwise be unable to afford it, to enter the Steve Colella, parish council

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Teachers strike on academy bid 


TEACHERS at The 
Kingswinford School pick¬ 
eted in protest over plans 
for it to become an academy. 

The school was open only 
to Year 11 pupils on Tuesday 
as around 40 members of 
staff and union chiefs gath¬ 
ered outside the two main 
gates. Banners and flags 
were set up outside both 
entrances in Water Street. 

Governors have already 
voted in favour of the school 
becoming an academy, but 
staff claim there has been 
no consultation. 

They also feel academies 
are not accountable to the 
local community. Teachers 
are worried their pay and 
conditions could be affected. 

But governors said 
parents and staff had been 
consulted within the statu¬ 
tory timeframe. 

Anne Brimacombe, from 
the National Association of 
School Masters/Union of 
Women Teachers, said: 
“Once the school becomes an 
academy it will in essence 
be a private company. 

“Where will the accounta¬ 
bility be?” 

Chair of governors Janice 
Daines said: “The governing 
body and senior leadership 
of The Kingswinford School 
are convinced that conver¬ 
sion to academy status is in 
the best interests of the stu¬ 
dents, staff and commu¬ 
nity.”

Scheme 
for £3m 
school is 
rejected 

PLANS for a £3million 
free school in Stour¬ 
bridge have been 
rejected by government 
officials with applicants 
told to go back to the 
drawing board. 

Places for more than 450 
pupils and at least 30 teach¬ 
ing jobs would have been 
created by the scheme. 

But the Future Education 
Trust, which was behind the 
project, says plans have now 
been delayed following the 
Government’s decision. 

Trust director Mustafa 
Erol said its plans to rent 
and convert commercial 
premises in Lye costing 
more than £3m had scup¬ 
pered the proposal. 

He added the Govern¬ 
ment wants the trust to look 
at cheaper options so more 
could be spent on the educa¬ 
tion of pupils. “I am very dis - 
appointed but we will go 
back to the drawing board 
and submit an application 
for next year,” he said. 

Issues 

“The Government identi¬ 
fied two issues with our 
application. We have to look 
at the value for money of our 
plan.” 

Free Schools are inde¬ 
pendent from local author¬ 
ity control but are 
state-funded and can set 
parts of their own curricu¬ 
lum. 

The school would have 
been based in warehousing 
and office space in Hayes 
business park, costing 
around £3m to convert and 
around £300,000 to rent. 

The trust also looked at 
using the former Corus 
office in Stourbridge Road, 
Lye. Dudley Labour group 
spokesman for education, 
Councillor Tim Crumpton, 
said: “I’m disappointed for 
the people who have put 
effort into the proposal.”

MULTI-MILLION pound plans have been 
unveiled to rebuild parts of a newly-created 
academy in Dudley and set up a new sixth 
form. 

Holly Hall Academy has applied for £8million of 
funding from the Government’s Priority Schools 
Building Programme, with principal Graham Lloyd 
saying parts of the school building are in a poor state 
of repair. 

Mr Lloyd, who led the former maths and computing 
college in a successful bid to become an academy in the 
summer, is also hoping to introduce a sixth form. 


Register 
services 
to switch 

BIRTHS, marriages and 
deaths will be registered at 
Stourbridge Library when 
the town’s register office 
closes later this month. 

The register office in the 
Crown Centre is shutting as 
part of the £50million 
regeneration of the shop¬ 
ping complex which will see 
a new Tesco created. 

The move had sparked 
fears that people would 
have to travel into Dudley 
for registration services. 
But council bosses have said 
that the new service will 
open at the town’s library on 
October 24. 

People will also be able to 
register notices of marriage 
and civil partnerships 
although actual ceremonies 
have been shelved for good. 

Weddings and civil part¬ 
nerships will now longer 
take place in the town due to 
“low demand”. 

The Crown Centre regis¬ 
ter office was closing today 
(October 20). 


That would be in conjunc¬ 
tion with the new Dudley 
Sixth project at Dudley 
College. 

“We are preparing to 
launch a consultation on 
providing post-16 education 
on-site,” he said. 

“We want to provide stu¬ 
dents with the choice to be 
able to stay on. 

“We are looking to link 
with Dudley Sixth so we are 
able to offer a fuller range of 
subjects that we might not 
have enough demand for by 
ourselves, such as Spanish,” 
he added. 

Condition 

The Priority Schools 
Building Programme is a 
scheme from the Depart¬ 
ment for Education to 
rebuild 200 schools across 
the country in the worst 
condition. 

“We’re definitely not 
among the worst in the 
country, but there are 
parts - such as the sports 
facility - which are very 
poor indeed,” Mr Lloyd 
added. 

“The programme is also 
willing to look at other pri¬ 
orities as well so we are 
hoping that our aims for a 
sixth form provision will 
help. 

“We should know either 
way by Christmas.”

Tile firm hits back overrKT 

u essential, 

quarry protest claims bosses 


THE HISTORIC tile company at 
the centre of a planning row over 
its quarry in Kingswinford has hit 
back at a string of accusations 
from protesters. 

Hinton, Perry & Davenhill has been 
making bricks and tiles for two cen¬ 
turies. 

The Black Country firm says claims of 
lorries using the quarry as early as 6am 
are untrue. And bosses insist that Envi¬ 
ronmental Health officers have given the 
quarry a clean bill of health over claims of 
dust pollution. 

Bosses have also slammed suggestions 
that the firm’s Ketley Quarry will be used 
as a toxic waste dump. 

Managing director Alex Patrick-Smith 
said: “No-one would ever consider putting 
a toxic dump in an area like this. We 
wouldn’t want it, and the council would 
never permit it.” 

His company brought in WCL Quarries 
earlier this year to handle the eventual 
filling-in of the quarry over the next two 
decades, using building rubble. 

Clay 

Hinton, Perry & Davenhill has been 
extracting Etruria marl clay for more than 
80 years from the Kingswinford site. It is 
the crucial ingredient in its Dreadnought 
roof tiles and the celebrated Staffordshire 
blue bricks. 

But nearby residents are protesting, 
saying that since WCL took over there has 
been excessive noise and dust and that 
lorries arrive at 6am — hours before the 
time laid down under the quarry’s permit. 

At a protest by 150 residents Malcolm 
Roden, aged 65, who has lived next to the 
quarry for more than 20 years, said: “There 
are significant health issues with so much 
dust in the air.” 

But WCL boss Simon Winner says C CTV 
footage shows no lorries turning up before 
7.30am, while Mr Patrick-Smith says 
council tests on the dust found on local cars 
showed it was different to that produced at 
the quarry. Residents and councillors have 
been taken on tours of the quarry to see 
how water is sprayed to keep dust down.

THE protests by resi¬ 
dents over the plans for 
the quarry have come 
after a series of planning 
applications for the site 
were lodged with Dudley 
Council, including an 
application for work to 
begin at 7am. 

WCL says ahead of the 
eventual restoration of the 
site it has applied to the 
council for permission to 
install a weighbridge and 
widen the access road to 
25ft, allowing larger lorries 
through. 

WCL argues that it has 
created 11 jobs since it 
started work this year. 

Security 

And Alex Patrick-Smith, 
managing director of the 
site owners Hinton, Perry & 
Davenhill, said that with¬ 
out the restoration and 
recycling work the future 
security of one of the oldest 
businesses in the borough 
will be in doubt. 

That would j eopardise the 
future of the firm’s 67 
employees, said Mr Patrick- 
Smith. 

He said: “We are required 
by February next year to 
have a restoration plan in 
place for the quarry, detail¬ 
ing how it will be filled and 
landscaped. 

“The alternative to the 
work we are planning would 
be a huge hole left in the 
landscape, and that is 
clearly not an option.” 

Under recycling rules, the 
building rubble that will 
gradually fill in the 55-acre 
quarry over the next 15 to 
20 years must be no bigger 
than 75mm chunks.

It was charged up using 
electricity generated by the 
wind turbines at the site in 
Robert Street, Lower 
Gornal. 

Energy was also created 
by the centre’s solar panels 
to help run the car. 

Excitement 

Environmental education 
officer Guy de Szathmary, 
who has worked at the site 
for 12 years, said: “We used 
the electric car to show 
pupils that it is possibly the 
car of the future and doesn’t 
require petrol or diesel and 
just needs charging up. 

“It generated a lot of 
interest and excitement 
from the pupils. 

“We wanted to make them 
aware of renewable ener¬ 
gies.” 

The centre provides edu¬ 
cation and information on a 
range of environmental 
topics to school children and 
groups across the borough. 

When the centre first 
opened it catered for around 
1,000 people each year but 
now welcomes 10,000 annu¬ 
ally.

Patients’ 
meals go 
uneaten 


THOUSANDS of uneaten 
meals are being sent back 
by patients at Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, costing 
the NHS more than £65,000 
a year, it has emerged. 

Five per cent of all meals 
served up at the hospital 
were sent back to kitchens 
by patients. 

The hospital was one of 
the best performing NHS 
trusts in the region and 
spends just £4.78 on meals 
per patient per day. 

Other hospitals saw as 
many as one in 10 meals 
going back. 

Figures for more than 200 
hospitals have revealed the 
scale of food waste in the 
NHS with more than nine 
million meals returned to 
kitchens at a cost of 
£22million a year. It has 
prompted fears over 
whether patients in hospi¬ 
tals are getting proper 
nutrition. 

Many hospitals now claim 
to offer protected meal 
times, when patients are 
not disturbed and nurses 
are dedicated to helping 
elderly and vulnerable 
patients to eat. 

Health minister Simon 
Burns said offering good 
quality food was “an essen¬ 
tial part” of hospital care. 


Council reveals job losses 


A TOTAL of 460 staff have been 
shed by Dudley Council as part of 
cost-cutting measures to make 
savings of more than £22million in 
the present financial year. 

Figures presented to a meeting of 
the authority’s cabinet last week 
showed 56 employees had left through 
compulsory redundancy. 

The remaining 404 staff to go 
requested voluntary redundancy. 

This was supported by senior man¬ 


agers and then agreed by council 
bosses. It has removed 314 full-time 
equivalent posts from the council with 
a further 129.2 positions achieved by 
not filling vacancies and another 41.49 
by redeploying staff into other posi¬ 
tions. 

This places the total amount of full¬ 
time equivalent posts removed at 485. 
In January the council said it would 
need to axe around 460 such posts. 

The highest number of compulsory 
redundancies was in the children’s 


services department with 42 staff 
axed. Members of the cabinet agreed 
the report at last week’s meetings. 

They also authorised officials to look 
at further redundancies for the coming 
financial year. 

Councillor Tim Wright, deputy 
leader of the council, said: “Trade 
unions were consulted and were 
pleased with the council’s efforts to 
reduce compulsory redundancies 
through the voluntary redundancy 
programme.”

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Special award for 
a schoolboy hero 


A TEENAGER who helped to 
save the life of one of his class¬ 
mates when she was attacked 
outside the school gates has 
been presented with a special 
award. 

Ben Hudson has won an Express 
& Star Local Hero award, organised 
by the Chronicle series’ sister paper. 

He ignored the threat to his own safety 
and rugby-tackled Chloe West’s attacker 
to the ground. 

The 17-year-old suffered cuts to his 
hands from the eight-inch kitchen knife 
being wielded by Samuel Gayzer-Tom- 
linson, who was sentenced to 13 years in 



prison last month after admitting 
attempted murder and unlawful wound¬ 
ing. 

Ben, a pupil at Ridgewood High School 
in Wollaston, Stourbridge, was later 
praised by a judge who said his actions 
had helped to prevent the attack on 14- 
year-old Chloe, who was stabbed 20 
times, from having a worse outcome. 

Avid Wolves fan Ben, who was pre¬ 
sented with the award at his home in 
Wollaston, said: “I’m flattered and hon¬ 
oured. It’s nice to have been given an 
award.” 

Chloe, who was stabbed 20 times 
during the attack in April, suffered neck, 
face and upper body injuries. 

She was airlifted to hospital and 
underwent surgery on her wounds. 

A Facebook page was set up in honour 
of schoolboy Ben, called Ben Hudson - A 
True Hero, and messages praising him 
for his bravery were posted on the site. 

The awards are supported by Birming¬ 
ham Midshires and Wolverhampton 
Wanderers. 

Ben and other winners will attend a 
celebrity lunch at Molineux in Decem¬ 
ber.

Man gets

He was fined £75 and ordered to pay 
£25 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 


End cash payments 
for scrap, says MP 


THE scrap metal 
trade must be regu¬ 
lated with an end to 
cash-in-hand pay¬ 
ments, demands a 
Black Country MP. 

Ian Austin says the prac¬ 
tice fuels metal thefts and 
has written to the Govern¬ 
ment asking for action. 

As prices soar thefts have 
rocketed in Dudley borough 
with police revealing that 
200 drain covers were stolen 
over three weeks. 

There is a national cam¬ 
paign to change the law so 
payments for scrap can only 
go into a bank account. 

Menace 

Mr Austin, Labour MP for 
Dudley North, said: “Metal 
theft has become a quiet 
menace. I want to see the 
rules tightened up to ensure 
that no scrap metal is sold 
without the seller providing 
verified identification and 
without a full record of each 
transaction. We need to see 
cash payments for scrap 
metal made illegal.” 

Earlier this year Conser¬ 
vative Chris Kelly, MP for 
Dudley South, met crime 
prevention minister James 
Brokenshire and revealed 
that the Home Office is 
looking at a cashless 
system.

Wrens Nest heritage 
opened to everyone 



A MULTI-MILLION pound 
scheme to open up Wrens Nest 
National Nature Reserve to 
visitors has reached its first 
milestone. 

Over the past 18 months, 
artists, engineers and builders 
have been hard at work to flatten 
footpaths, put in new handrails, 
install a series of cast-iron works 
of art and create new viewing 
platforms for visitors. 

The improvements are now open to 
the public, marking the end of the first 
phase of the ambitious project, which 
eventually aims to open up the Seven 
Sisters mines to canal and walking 
tours. 

Dudley’s borough geologist Graham 
Worton said the whole scheme had 
been designed to reflect both the 
natural and industrial heritage of 
Dudley. 

A series of “story stones” have been 
installed as part of the work, telling 
first-person accounts of experiences of 
the mine. Workers are now looking to 
get more former miners to contribute 
to the story stones. 

And an information board has been 
put at each viewing platform, explain¬ 
ing the science and significance 
behind what visitors can see. 

Special 

For example, at the ‘ripples’ them¬ 
selves, the board describes how the 
rocks tell the tale of the seabed it once 
was - from the calm surface water, 
cast forever in limestone, to the 
swirling undercurrents and busy 
seabed, to a layer of volcanic rock from 
an eruption from a long-lost volcano 
millions of years ago. 

Mr Worton said: “Having this 
window on time is pretty special, there 
is nowhere in the world which demon¬ 
strates the course of natural history 
quite so spectacularly. 

“What we are doing is a huge under¬ 
taking. We want it to be the first mine 
and quarry site which is completely 
wheelchair accessible. Even the canal 
boats will have wheelchair lifts on 
them.” 

The caverns themselves, which 
have been fenced off to the public for 
the past nine years and were filled in 
in 2007, now have two new viewing 
platforms from different angles, in

M OST of the windows are bricked up - 
but inside an uninviting shell of a 
building are some of the Black 
Country’s greatest treasures, dating back to a 
document signed by the Pope in 1182. 

The documents housed in Dudley’s Archives and 
Local History Service give a fascinating insight into 
the lives of the borough’s citizens, businesses, 
churches and civic leaders throughout the turbulent 
centuries. 

Now the archives themselves are at 
the centre of some controversy - with 
the service due to move into £6 million 
state-of-the-art new premises next to 
the Black Country Living Museum, 
opposed by local campaigners who 
want to keep the records in its current 
base in a Victorian school building at 
Coseley. 

The gems stored within hundreds of 
thousands of documents at the school 
include the papal “bull” — short for 
“bullas”, the Latin term for a seal — 
signed by Pope Lucius III in 1182 
granting permission for Dudley’s 
Priory to be built. 

Also there is the original design by 
landscape gardener Capability Brown 
for the grounds of Himley Hall - and 
the original pricing list and bill of sale, 
down to the last halfpenny, for the 
Titanic anchor, built by Noah Hingley 
and Sons in Netherton. 

The site is popular with members of 
the public who visit to learn more 
about the history of the area and even 
their own family.

The 22-year-old middle brother 
from the hugely popular sibling 
trio, who won a generation of fans 
via their Disney movies and televi¬ 
sion shows, spoke to The Chroni¬ 
cle during a visit to the UK to 
promote his debut solo album 
FastLife and to prepare for his tour 
with superstar Britney Spears. 

The dark-haired heart-throb, whose 
latest hit video, See No More, notched 
up five million views on YouTube and 
Vevo, revealed that he could soon be 
making his movie acting debut. 

“This is going to be a crazy few 
weeks but I am excited,” said the 
Arizona-born singer. “Britney is great. 
I did one show with her in New Jersey. 
She is going to be a fun tour partner. It 
will be pretty cool to hear I Did It 
Again - hers was the first record I ever 
bought.” 

Joe will be her special guest at 
selected dates when Britney makes 
her comeback this month, including a 
concert at the LG Arena, Birmingham, 
on Sunday, October 30. 

But what can the gig goers expect 
from Joe? “Very high energy. I just 
want to get them dancing, get them 
standing up. I feel like I’m not doing my 
job unless everyone’s standing up and 
rocking out,” he said. 

The Camp Rock star has already 
had a preview of the Wembley Arena 
when he attended the BBC Teen 
Awards, which included meeting up 
with Britain’s latest pop sensations, 
One Direction, featuring Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Liam Payne. 

“I got to meet the One Direction 
guys and thought they were really

nice, really cool and I was really happy 
to meet them,” said Joe. 

“The current UK music scene is 
really amazing, it’s definitely getting 
better and better. Every time I’m here I 
find new artists and things that I really 
love listening to. 

“Pixie Lott is a good friend of mine 
and I love her music. Her new stuff 
sounds incredible.” 

Maybe he gave One Direction some 
tips on dealing with excitable fans, as 
the Jonas Brothers have had hordes of 
car chasing admirers. 

“Yes, I have been asked to sign just 
about every body part. A baby was 
probably the oddest... they were like 
‘sign this baby’s forehead’. That was 
kind of an interesting one.” 

Energy 

He is a big fan of keeping in touch 
with the fans, saying: “Twitter is a great 
tool. You can hear what the fans think 
right away. You see the tweets and 
feed off their energy right away.” 

On his new album Joe has collabo¬ 
rated with top writers and producers 
including Chris Brown and Lil Wayne, 
which has helped a musical transition 
from pop to a more R&B influenced 
sound. Released on Monday, October 
24, FastLife is also the first Jonas re¬ 
lease to get a parental warning sticker. 

Asked who he would like to collab¬ 
orate with, Joe said: “I like Kanye West 
and would really like to do something 
with him, that would be really interest¬ 
ing. British artists like Adele, Tinie 
Tempah, Foster The People, some¬ 
thing a little different from what I’m 


used to. It shows a different side to the 
music that I am making.” 

He also revealed that he may be 
making a movie. “There is a movie I am 
developing back in the States with a 
buddy of mine, a producer friend. We 
have got a writer now, it’s coming 
together and it’s very exciting,” 

But what genre? Action, sci-fi, 
romance? “It’s kinda everything,” he 
replied. “It is too early to say what it’s 
about but I am excited to have this 
idea grow.” 

Doesn’t Joe sometimes miss having 
brothers Nick and Kevin at his side? 
“It’s a little bit scary to be up there by 
myself but I’ve been getting great 
support. My brothers have been very 
supportive. They’re incredible and I’m 
really thankful for the fact that they’re 
happy for me to take my time and do 
my thing. 

“I wanted to really spend time on 
this album, to take my time to make 
sure I made music that I was really 
proud of. There’s been some times 
with my brothers that we’ve done 
some things and really rushed them, 
like making records quickly. I wanted 
to take my time with this one. 

“It’s cool to be back (in the UK) and 
to be able to do my solo stuff here. I’m 
just happy. I love shopping here and I 
love the fashion, it’s so great to see the 
fans and travel the world.” 

As for the band getting back togeth¬ 
er, he said: “We are definitely still a 
band. We are going to be making music 
together again when the time is right. 

“Right now we are just focusing on 
our individual projects. The time will 
come around to make more music 
together. We are always writing... 
maybe in the next year or so we will 
release another album.” 

And would he bring his brothers to 
tour Europe? “I would love to get that 
tour together, we have got so many 
good friends over here.”

Riddle of 
holiday 
death fall 

THE mysterious death of an 
Amblecote man while holi¬ 
daying in Mexico may never 
be solved, a coroner said. 

Dudley Coroner’s Court 
heard that Rejinder Singh 
was found on the ground, 
eight storeys below the 
balcony outside his room at 
the Hotel Royal in Cancun. 

Evidence from across the 
Atlantic stated that a staff 
member saw Mr Singh, 
aged 43, of Oak Hill Drive 
leaning on the balcony with 
a bottle of water the night 
before he was found dead on 
May 11. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain said Mr 
Singh was divorced and 
unemployed, but had a 
“normal life” with a good 
relationship with his family 
and had never tried to hurt 
himself before. 

He recorded an open 
verdict at the hearing on 
October 6. 

Mr Balmain said there 
appeared to be footprints on 
the outside ledge of the 
balcony. “But I simply have 
no evidence that these 
apparent footprints are in 
any way connected to Mr 
Singh,” he said. “The evi¬ 
dence is just incomplete.”

Madness, 

Future Science - edited by Max Brockman 
(Oxford University Press, paperback, £9.99) 

ESSENTIAL reading for science students and fans of 
popular science, this is a collection of cutting-edge 
essays from a new generation of scientists talent- 
spotted by Max Brockman from the Edge Foundation. 

The short but informative chapters range over a wide variety 
of topics. These include the mind-bending subject of infinity, 
the digital detritus of social networking, new thoughts on the 
human mind including the importance of shame and how 
attractiveness works, plant immunity and climate change, and 
how the search for alien life will probably take place inside ice- 
encased extraterrestrial oceans. Some articles are more reader 
friendly than others. However, this collection of 19 essays (from 
mostly American academics) bubble with new ideas. I am 
pleased that it is probably the first in a new series. 

Six-Legged Soldiers - Jeffrey A Lockwood 
(Oxford University Press, paperback, £9.99) 

SINCE a stone age man first hit on the idea of throwing a 
wasps’ nest into a enemy’s cave, human beings have been 
recruiting insects for use in war. The Romans, Mayans, 
Mongols and Crusaders utilised stinging insects for the pain 
and terror they could inflict upon the enemy. In the 14th century 
there was an even an almost Gatling gun-like windmill contrap¬ 
tion for firing hives at an enemy. 

Even as recently as the Vietnam War, the Viet Cong would use 
their jungle knowledge to relocate colonies of aggressive hon¬ 
eybees to routes used by the American soldiers and then set 
off their “tree mine” with a firecracker. 

More horrific is the use of insects as instruments of torture. 
The deeply unpleasant 19th century Uzbek emir Nasrullah 
Bahadur-Khan had a bug pit in which he would plunge prison¬ 
ers, including two unfortunate British envoys, to be slowly 
gnawed to death by the aptly-named assassin bugs. 

The scariest chapter, Entomological Evil, details how insects 
were used for spreading disease in the Far East during the 
Second World War, such as the uji bombs that Imperial Japan 
dropped on China. These were porcelain bulbs full of plague- 
infected fleas that would be shattered at a height of 500 feet. 
When these were not killing Chinese people quickly enough, 
they directly sprayed the fleas from airplanes. Scenarios of how 
terrorists could employ insects are utterly chilling. As if these 
creatures were not lethal enough, Professor Lockwood looks to 
a future when insects are enhanced or replicated by scientists. 
Looks like we’re going to need a bigger swat. 

The Ascent of the Detective - Haia Shpayer- 

Makov (Oxford University Press, hardback, £30) 

POOR Inspector Lestrade of the Yard, I always thought Sher¬ 
lock Holmes was a little dismissive of the police detective. This 
first major study of English police detectives in the 19th and 
early 20th centuries, by a history professor from the University 
of Haifa, looks at both the real Lestrades and his fictional 
fellows. She looks at how these men became detectives, their 
working conditions and differences from uniformed officers, 
their relationship with the press and how their image developed 
in popular fiction. The author gathers a wealth of information 
presented with sparse but effective illustrations, though I 
suspect her writing style will be a little too dry for casual 
readers.

On the right track 


Great Railway Maps of the World - 

Mark Ovenden (Penguin, hardback, £20) 

A HANDSOME tome for map obsessives to pour 
over, from the same rail fanatic who authored Metro 
Maps of the World. 

There are many colourful maps drawn from nearly two 
hundred years of rail history, beginning with the heights 
schematic of the Liverpool to Manchester line serviced by 
Robert Stephenson's Planet and Northumbria engines. 

The first key stop on the journey is the first national 
railway map from 1839 and a cornucopia of rail cartogra¬ 
phy follows, with a special focus on the transcontinental 
railways including America's iron horse expansion across 
the plains and the Trans-Siberian Railway which began in 
Tsarist Russia. The networks of France, China, even Saudi 
Arabia are included. 

Elegance 

Thought is given to the different styles of design, con¬ 
trasting the simple elegance of Harry Beck's classic 1933 
London Tube map with the curvacious if bewildering 
Tokyo regional rail map 2009 by Kim Ji-hwan. 

My only criticism is that the dimensions of the book 
don't always do justice to the detailed maps, many intri¬ 
cate works of art in their own right. 

But if you are an armchair traveller who has ever been 
captivated by maps or the romance of the railways, these 
illustrations will be a delight to your eyes as Ovenden 
relates the history of a form of transport that girdled the 
earth in four million kilometres of track.

What Is Madness? - Darian Leader 

(Hamish Hamilton, hardback, £20) 

PRACTISING psychoanalyst Darian Leader draws a 
distinction between being mad and going mad in this 
accessible exploration of madness and sanity. He 
does show that the difference between the two is not 
always clear and takes issue with generally held views 
of what madness is, or indeed when it is serious 
enough to warrant intervention. 

He was inspired to re-examine the boundaries of madness 
by an early experience in his career when he met a man 
undergoing therapy who seemed perfectly normal, in fact, he 
was bright, intelligent and eloquent. Weeks went by and they 
would meet and chat about a range of topics then one day, 
without missing a beat, the patient casually included in the 
conversation that he lived in Xamara, a land populated by 
wild animals and exotic gods. 

Madness is often represented on television and in the 
media by violent outbursts, the sudden detonation of 
someone ‘going mad’. Leader looks at the more perplexing 
world of ‘quiet madness’. But before you think we are in the 
realm of eccentrics, such as those no-hope X Factor contest¬ 
ants, Leader considers in detail the case of serial killer GP 
Harold Shipman. This was a man who seemed the epitome 
of normality and respectability, appreciated and liked by 
many of his patients, and he was all the more lethal for it. 

The reader may not agree with all Leader’s theories but it 
is certainly a thought-provoking book which challenges sim¬ 
plistic views on mental health. 

Is That A Fish In Your Ear? Translation and the 

meaning of everything - David Bellos 

(Penguin, hardback, £20) 

PRINCETON professor and translator of many French 
works of literature, Bellos examines the inexact art of trans¬ 
lation and its importance, especially in an English-speaking 
world which seems to view learning other languages as an 
unnecessary chore. 

Things were not always so, across the world where speak¬ 
ers of different languages lived side by side they would learn 
each other’s lingo and become multi-linguists. Up to a 
hundred years ago or so, the well-educated may also have 
had classical Greek and Latin to call upon. 

When every language has a collective baggage of cen¬ 
turies of tradition, history and an inherent cultural mindset, it 
becomes apparent that anything but the most literal transla¬ 
tion - stripped of nuance, rhythm and poetry - is fraught with 
danger... that’s why the instructions for putting that flat- 
packed wardrobe together may be incomprehensible. 

For a linguist or anyone with more than a passing interest 
in translation, Bellos’s book is a perceptive and interesting 
read, bringing the subject up to date with thoughts on com¬ 
puter-aided translation. If you’ve ever used Google Translate, 
you know that computers are a long way off solving the prob¬ 
lems posed by trying to understand or write in a language 
other than your mother tongue. 



Was the Challenger disaster the result of self-deception 
at Nasa? 


Deceit and Self-Deception - Robert Trivers 

(Allen Lane, hardback, £25) 

HARVARD educated social biologist Trivers is a maverick 
thinker and his Darwinian theory of self-deception, as a 
natural tool to help both individuals and societies attain their 
goals, is persuasive. He uses examples ranging from the 
insect world to international relationships to build his case, 
including some shocking particular examples, such as how 
Nasa apparently lied to itself over safety issues which led to 
the Challenger and Columbia disasters. 

His views on religion and false historic narratives are con¬ 
troversial, and he has won praise from The God Delusion 
author Richard Dawkins. 

It is heartening that Trivers doesn’t think we should give in 
to self-deception, concluding that one’s life should not be 
built on lies. However, his solutions do reveal him as a Cali¬ 
fornian hippy. 

Secret Language - Barry J Blake 

(Oxford University Press, paperback, £8.99) 

SLANG, cyphers and codes to conceal meanings from the 
outsider while letting the insiders talk without fear of discov¬ 
ery or censure are explored in this fascinating survey of the 
variations on the Queen’s English by a professor of linguis¬ 
tics. 

Secret languages, such as the centuries-old cants used by 
sailors and criminals, Cockney rhyming slang and the gay 
argot of Polari with its Italian and Yiddish influences, are put 
in their historical context as the scholarly but inclusive Blake 
examines an array of perplexing word play. His study encom¬ 
passes anagrams and riddles, allusions, jargon and 
euphemisms, religious mysteries and runes, magic words 
and the cracking of Nazi Germany’s Enigma code. 

The English language is an endlessly fascinating subject 
because it is always in a state of flux, with new codes devel¬ 
oping all the time. Don’t LOL but somel will need to transL8 
this sentence. Sick innit? Leon Burakowski

John Cooper Coupe is Mini’s sporty flagship' 


IN THE space of a decade, BMW 
has achieved something many 
thought impossible. 

Since 2001 its Mini range has 
clocked up two million sales and is 
available in 90 markets around the 
world. Not bad for something cynics 
thought would be a fashion flash in the 
pan. 

Part of that success can be attributed to 
the regular introduction of new bodystyles. 
The original three-door hatch spawned a 
convertible, then a ‘mini’ estate and more 
recently a full four-seat compact SUV, the 
Countryman. 

You can now add a two-seat coupe to the 
list, a variant Mini executives hope will 
attract buyers seeking a more focused and 
sporty experience. 

Its arrival also positions the Coupe along¬ 
side the likes of Peugeot’s popular RCZ 
coupe, a car that’s done wonders for its 
maker’s image. 

The Mini Coupe performs its duties as a 
halo model for the rest of the range with 
aplomb. Its heavily raked windscreen and 
low-slung profile is the most dramatic look 
yet for a Mini. 

Although width and length dimensions 
are near identical to the hatch, the Coupe’s 
height is 29mm lower. And, thanks to its 
equally rakish rear screen, you’re left in no 
doubt that the Coupe is a strict two-seater. 

Fear not on the practicality front, though. 


With a hatchback tailgate that opens to 
reveal a maximum volume of 280 litres plus 
a through-load slot into the cabin, it’s on par 
with the estate-like Clubman. Up front 
there’s the usual oddment spaces you’ll find 
in any Mini. 

Along with its looks, the Mini Coupe has 
been designed to behave a little different on 
the road. 

With its firmer suspension set up, the 
Coupe has been designed to deliver a more 
focused experience for the keen driver. As 
such, there’s noticeably less roll through 
corners and there’s a greater willingness to 
change direction. 

Character 

Thankfully such changes haven’t resulted 
in a reduction in the quality of the car’s ride. 
Yes, it’s a bit stifferthan a regular three-door 
hatch, but you get to keepyourfillingsatthe 
end of a journey. 

The trade-off is a more chuckable and 
engaging drive, which is what you’d expect 
from a two-seat coupe. 

Reinforcing the car’s sporty character is 
an engine line-up comprised of Mini’s more 
powerful diesel and petrol units. 

There’s no One or One D here, as the 
Coupe range starts with the familiar Cooper 
badge and its 122 horsepower offering. 

The Cooper S shares the Cooper’s 1.6 
petrol unit but adds a turbo to produce 184 
horsepower, while the John Cooper Works 
variant’s output from the same motor is a 
heady 211 horsepower. 



Diesel fans can opt for the Cooper SD, 
which has a 2.0-litre turbo unit outputting 
143 horsepower. It also offers the lowest 
emissions and economy performance - 
114g/km and 65.7mpg respectively. 

But which is the best in the real world? All 
the engines have proven themselves in 
other Mini variants, most recently the diesel 
in hatch, convertible and Countryman 
models. 

There’s no question that the combination 
of wallet-friendly economy, 143 horse¬ 
power and a substantial 225lb/ft torque 
make for relaxed yet brisk performance. 

Overtaking is quick and safe and there’s 
enough low down grunt to make the traffic 
light grand prix entertaining. 

The diesel’s trademark growl when 
pushed hard is also appealing, but if you 
want the performance to match the Coupe’s 
looks, then it has to be the John Cooper 
Works experience.

THE Nissan Charged Tour was a real showcase 
for engineering prowess. 

The guys in the Japanese firm’s engine department 
have really been earning their wages recently. 

The headline offering at the tour was, surprisingly, the new 
Micra DIG-S The last part of the model name is the key to that 
as it becomes the Micra’s flagship engine. 

Nissan has placed a 1.2-litre powerplant up front and 
supercharged it. Not in the name of performance - that’s a 
happy bonus. 

Thanks to supercharging and efficiency-biased technolo¬ 
gies, the Micra DIG-S has almost 10Obhp, a 0-62mph time of 
11.3 seconds yet 63mpg on the combined cycle and emis¬ 
sions below the key 10Og/km mark, so you don’t have to pay 
road tax to drive a nippy city car. 

The ride and handling are set up for town driving but 
Nissan would have made a mistake had it tried to make the 
DIG-S a hot hatch. 

The Micra has a decent amount of grunt but isn’t sporty, 
which means it will cope with potholes and speed bumps. 
The steering is light and accurate and good all-round visibility 
makes parking nice and simple. 

The excellent engine is the main feature. It pulls well when 
needed but will run about town in low revs easily, conserving 
petrol. It is one of the best in the supermini class. 

To put it into perspective, the emission and fuel figures are 
close to matching the diesels, with better performance and it 
has made a good all-round small car even better. 

Almost overshadowing the Micra DIG-S was the Leaf, 
Nissan’s all-electric family car. No fuel is burnt under the 
bonnet and no emissions leave the exhaust pipe either - 
partly because there is no exhaust pipe. 

The Leaf is, electric considerations aside, a good family car. 
There’s plenty of space for four adults with good boot space, 
though that’s to be expected with the Megane-style, big-bum 
boot. 

Stylish 

One thing that must be considered is the rear footwell. 
Because the batteries fit under the floor, it’s shallow and gives 
little space for toes under the front seats. Otherwise, legroom 
is good in a stylish and practical cabin. The cream interior 
adds to the light and airy feel and the dark centre console is a 
practical information centre. There is so much information 
from the dashboard that it really helps maximise the amount 
of power you can get from the Leaf’s batteries. 

There are a number of different systems to extract precious 
miles. The gauge above the speedometer shows how much 
power you’re using and works in reverse, showing energy 
recouped and you quickly work out the best way to make the 
most of the energy-saving systems. The best way to save is 
to avoid the open road. 

Staying at constant speed and revs gives little or no 
chance to regain energy as there are few opportunities to 
brake. 

The other way is to put the gearbox into eco-mode, which 
limits power used, and use the normal mode like a super¬ 
charger you turn on and off when you want acceleration. 

When you put your foot down, you see the electric motor’s 
party trick - a lot of torque instantly available for pleasantly 
surprising acceleration. It helps make the Leaf a viable, if ini¬ 
tially pricey, alternative if you rarely go more than 80 miles or 
so per trip. 

Talking of surprising acceleration brings me to the Juke 
DIG-T. The turbocharged engine in this small SUV makes the 
Juke seem like a hot hatch. More surprising is that Nissan has 
designed the handling to match the performance. 

The 1.6-litre turbo engine gives an acceleration figure of 
eight seconds from 0-62mph and the handling suits the 
engine’s responsiveness with impressive grip and even more 
impressive lack of body roll. 

If you want performance, the most startling engine of all the 
cars on test was squeezed under the bonnet of the Nissan 
GT-R - a superb piece of engineering. 

The twin-turbocharged V8 produces a massive 523bhp 
which offers simply stunning acceleration. Every time you 
decide to accelerate hard, you feel yourself hanging on 
tightly, and grinning madly before you realise the speed limit 
is rapidly approaching and you back off very quickly. 

In short, Nissan’s engineers are pulling out all the stops in 
every department-from eco-friendly family models to all-out 
supercars through the more difficult challenges of combining 
efficiency with performance. 

And on this evidence, the Japanese manufacturer is 
setting itself up nicely for the future.
